Whether catarrhal trouble will 


cause serious disturbance in the 
ears depends upon your particular 
anatomy. 


One of the Httle bones of the 


ear is the stirrup-bone, so-called 
because it has the general shape 
of an iron 
saddle stirrup. The 


foot-place of this bone fits in' a 
window in the skull. It plays back 
and forth in this window. But if 
the mucous membrane lining of 
the ear 
becomes thickened by 


catarrh, the free movement of th» 
foot-plate of the stirrup-bone Is in- 
terrupted. 
It may even become 


fixed in place. 


IMAGINATION A CAUSE. 


If this fixation occurs when the. 


foot-plate is pushed well Into the 
bony window, there may in pres- 
sure on the fluids in the '.nterna! 
ear. 
When this occurp there are 


all sorts of subjective noises. 


By "subjective ncises" I' mean 


that the patient imagines there 
are all sorts of noises. He hears 
them, but you and I cannot hear 
anything out of the ordinary. Such 
noises are all in the head, and do 
not come from the outside world.
